(AP) — Authorities at the 
Kansas penitentiary received 
a telephone call this afternoon 
from one of the prison guards 
who were kidnaped along with 
Kirk Prather, warden. He 
said he had been released at 
Gardner, Kas., by the con- 
victs who w e r e traveling 
toward Kansas City. 


LANSING, Kas., May 30-(AP)— 


Ten 
armed 
prisoners 
kidnaped 


Warden Kirk Prather 
and two 
guards, wounded another guard, ana 
escaped over the wall during a 
Decoration day baseball game at the 
Kansas penitentiary here today. 


Within a half hour cordons of 


police officers guarded every high- 
way and conflicting reports kept 
poarine in from various parts of the 
state Op the flight of the fugitives. 


Using the warden and guards. A 
L. Laws 
and John Sherman as 


shields, the convicts piled into a 
motor car outside the prison and 
drove wildly away. 


A fen- minutes later M. J. Wood 


of Kansas City. Kas., was held up 
by a touring car turned across the 
highway. 
Six men evicted him. 


climbed into his sedan and drove 
a\vav with Mrs. Wood, partly para- 
lyzed, her daughter, Louise, 17. and 
a neighbor woman. Wood was un- 
able in his excitement to identify 
the neighbor 
While this report was betae re- 


ceived authorities at Eudora Kas, 
east of Lawrence, said a ca / nmjt 
car dashed through their line but 
that they were unable to fire be- 
cause guards from the penitentiary 
were being held on the running 
boards as shields. 
The car ctn- 
tlnued west on hijhwav No 10.

announced that the formation ot 
the districts had been given ap- 
proval by the highway department, 
said he understood the plans were 
prepared so that immediate applica- 
tions could be made for R. P. C. 
money. The projects involved ?re 
the $5,000,000 Columbus power de- 
velopment and the $1,000,000 Middle 
Loup power and irrigation proposal- 
The 
highway department 
has 


only passed oh the organization of 
these districts under S P. 310, the 
enabling act passed by the legisla- 
ture this spnng, Cochran pointed 
out 
Detailed plans must be sub- 
mitted to the highway department 
for its approval and appropriations 
for water must be given the ap- 
proval of the state department. 
The petitions for 
formation of 
the districts contained the names 
of 15 per cent of the voters in the 
territory Included In the proposed 
districts and outlined the plans In 
general. The Middle Loup project 
is primarily for irrigation purposes 
with the generation of power being 
a sideline. Over 60,000 acres of 
land on both sides of the 
river 
would be given additional water 
under the plans. 
The Columbus 


project, which is also on the Loup, 
is solely a power development. It 
is estimated that It would supply

Interest Rate Cut 


Reduction of interest rates on Lib- 


erty bonds and other war obliga- 
tions as a means of itablliiing eco- 
nomic 
conditions and providing 


work for the unemployed, is advo- 
cated by Admiral Robert K. Coontz. 
U. S. N.. retired, commandcr-in-chicf 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, in 
a letter received Tuesday by Fred C. 
Scarborough, commander of Charles 
A Fraley post No. 1450. A bill pro- 
posing the reduction will soon be 
introduced in congress by Senator 
Homer T. Bone of Washington, Ad- 
miral Coontz said. 


According 
to 
Admiral 
Coomz, 


Senator Bone's plan will "make un- 
necessary further taxation to pro- 
vide money for doing Justice to the 
veterans, and for public works to 
provide jobs for the jobless 
It will 


enable the nation to borrow safely 
up to 20 billion dollars at a new 
low rate of interest without increas- 
ing taxes " 


The Bone plan would call on all 


holders of Liberty bonds to volun- 
tarily reduce the war-time interest 
on money owed to them by the gov- 
ernment 
French and British hold- 


ers of bonds of those countries al- 
ready have agreed to a cut in the 
interest on their securities. "Cer- 
tainly the holder of American bonds 
are as patriotic as the citizen of 
Great Britain and France," Admiral 
Contz declares. 


According to the commander-ln- 


chief "veterans who are out of jobs. 
\eterans who are sick and disabled 
as a result of the wars in which 
they have served, will never stop 
paying for that war. Those who 


financed the war are entitled to a 
return but not at such a high rate 
that human beings must be sub- 
merged to raise the money." 


Pointing out that the Liberty 


bonds are tax free. Admiral Coontz 
says "without destroying the rlgh's 
of private property, this is a plan 
that places human needs above in- 
terest rates. The needs of the or- 
dinary citizen and sen-Iceman should 
be placed ahead of the requirements 
of purely money-lending transac- 
tions of the 
government. Every 


bond-holder who accepts a lower 
interest rate becomes even more 
assured that every dollar he loanst 
the government will be paid." ,

doubt that the slayers had run ths 
gauntlet of the police dragnet. 
"I think they are nearby, safe for 


the time being, in some hideaway,' 
he said 
"We have the net drawn 
as tightly as a spider's web aboul 
the Albany area "

Thinks It Poor Economy 


To Curtail National 


Defense.

Robert M. Armstrong, of Auburn 
Nebraska commander of the Amerl 
can legion, today told Wahoo citl 
zens, patriotism constantly demand 
sacrifice. He delivered the Memoria 
day adress here. 


"Sixty-five years ago, th» boys 


blue assembled in every city, villag 
and hamlet churchyard pursuant t 
a general ordsr issued by Gen. Joh 
A. Logan, then commander of th 
Grand Army of the Republic. Th 
custom has grown until it has de 
creed that this day be set aside b. 
the American people to pay tribut 
to their heroic dead. This we d 
with humble reverence in our heart, 
for those whose devotion to the ssr 
vice of their country resulted in 
the supreme sacrifice. They paic 
their duty in full to the state. Their 
patriotism is complete. 


"The patriotism which Memoria 


day exemplifies means the unselfish 
devotion of the individual to th> 
welfare of his country. 
Such 
; 


patriotism is a living thing, con- 
stantly demanding sacrifice. 
I 
there is one benefit to come out o 
war it is the awakening of a na- 
tiona spirit of self sacrifice for the 
general good." 


Citizen Soldiers. 


He said it is significant that the 
soldiers of every war in which the 
United States "has engaged were 
citizen soldiers, "men who were 
called into the ranks from civilian 
occupations." 


"By reason of the fast that the 


nation's soldiers were peace loving 
citizens, it is but natural that the 
history of th.3 nation for the perioc 
following every great war in which 
it engaged has reflected the leader- 
ship and courageous peace time ssr- 
vice of thess same citizen soldiers in 
continuing to carry out their ful 
obligations of citizenship. The peace 
;ime record of the soldiers of the 
World war has been no exception. 


'The American Legion has up- 


leld the tradition of the citizen 
soldiery of the nation. The legion 
says that next to God is country; 
:hat next to religion is patriotism. 
it has exemplified that statement 
by carrying on six great funda- 
mental objects." 


Objects of Legion. 


Armstrong discussed these objects 
n detail. He told of the program 
:or adequate care of war disabled 
and widows and orphans of soldiers, 
md said the legion is grateful to 
enow President Roosevelt has issued 
orders for a review and revision of 
regulations concerning veterans. He 
>redicted a just compensation would 
result for all veterans. 


He told of the legion's program 


*or child welfare, its program for 
•ducation and development of youth 
activities and of its national de- 
:ense program. 


"While other nations have con- 
inued to develon both their military 
and naval forces, this nation has 
not." he said. "We do not have 
ufficient strength in either arm of 
he service to adequately defend 
)ur own coast line. We do not be- 
ieve .it is sound economy or good 
udgment to curtail the citizsns 
military training camps and the 
R. O. T. C., or the efficiency of our 
national guard for.these three units 
are the bulwark of our national 
strength and must be maintained

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DID THEY DIE IN VAIN? 


>ACK in the days when the Jimmy Walker inves- 


tigation was focusing national attention, the 


American people got a measure of President Roose- 
velt's fidelity to truth and courage of conviction. It 
was an embarrassing position, for the man, who then 
was governor of New York, a democratic nominee for 
the presidency, and shortly to undertake the hazard- 
ous tour which ended with his entrance to the White 
House. Walker was the idol of Tammany, and Tam- 
many was a powerful figure in New York state elec- 
tion results. 


After the clear, steady, and insistent questioning 


of Governor Roosevelt had driven Walker's battery 
of lawyers and Walker himself back to the last ditch, 
the smoke screen was raised that the charges brought 
against the dapper mayor of Gotham were, in reali- 
ty, a republican conspiracy to discredit Tammany 
and the democratic party. There was some basis for 
that statement. The resolution which resulted in the 
Seabury investigation had been introduced in 
the 


New York legislative session by the state chairman 
of the New Y6rk state republican committee. It had 
been passed by republican votes, holding preponder- 
ant majorities in both branches. It then was that 
Eranklin Roosevelt showed his real metal, for in two 
sentences, he disposed of an issue powerfully appeal- 
ing to those who permit partisan emergencies to gov- 
ern their actions. To the plea raised that the en- 
tire proceedings represented an effort 
to discredit 


Tammany and the democratic party in New York, 
Governor Roosevelt said: 


"I am not interested in the motive back of this in- 


vestigation. The only thing of importance," (and 
addressing himself to Walker) "are you guilty of the 
charges?"

It isn't a popular thing to do. 


There are a good many men in every community bit- 
terly resentful that methods so commonly utilized 
throughout a twelve year period of reckless business 
development should be brou?ht forth pitilessly into 
the fill glare of national 
attention. 
But it Is a 


stout heart and a clear brain in the White House. 
Through the persistent opposition of Senator Carter 
Glass, a peppery Virginian, who once he digs in nev- 
er retreats, conditions had arisen making it doubt- 
ful whether Ferdinand Pecora would be permitted to 
pry further into the secrets of the mighty banking es- 
tablishment. It then was that President Roosevelt 
spoke, definitely and decisively. He wanted the In- 
vestigation to go on, and he permitted members of 
the senate committee to quote him publicly to that 
effect. 


The president is a modest man. 
In reality, he 


could take credit for having Inspired this investiga- 
tion. It was his ringing denunciation of the prac- 
tices utilized by Big Business that crystalized senti- 
ment so as to make it possible to do what is being 
done. He was the man who started it, who bared 
his head and his chest to the stinging blows of those 
who fatten on privilege and favoritism. 
It was a 


brave, a courageous, a very necessary step, for while 
business may not like it, the real fact is that the re- 
vived faith of the American people can be attributed 
more to the belief that there Is at last a man In the 
White House who Isn't afraid of the forces that had 
a Roman holiday than to any other factor.

Because a man may 
legally let his friends in on what he thinks to b» a 
good thing, while the public is being milked to the 
tune of $17 a share for the same stock, does not 
make it f 
v*. It does not require a great degree of 


intelligence — a wide range of experience to recog- 
nise that these favors carry an obligation. 


On Memorial day. this nation decorated the graves 


of her soldier dead. Every grave symbolized a sacri- 
fice to idealism, for not a soldier died but that he 
was fined with the glorified spirit that he was lay- 
ing down his life for a covernmcnt in which the 
qualities of human equality and of equal opportuni- 
ty were created. And while we do lip sen-ice to the 
soldier dead on Memorial day, we say with deep re- 
gret that for three hundred and sixty-four 
other 


days in the year, we chart a course of conduct In 
business life which belief the sacrifice these dead 
made. A government wherein the inightr fatten 
and enrich themselves through special favor, through 
secret privilege, through opportunities limited to a 
few. 
is m renunciation of fundamental Americanism, 


to establish which men died. 


public officials and of governmental securities con- 
stitutes one of the gravest pieces of injustice to 
which the people of this country are subjected. Peo- 
ple of tremendous wealth In some oases have prac- 
tically all of their fortunes Invested in this class of 
securities, running no risk whatever of loss and en- 
tirely escaping any contributions to either local or 
federal governments from which they obtain protec- 
tion. 


It is true that it might be necwary for the gov- 


ernmental units which issue the securities to pay a 
slightly higher interest rate if the buyers were re- 
quired to pay taxes on them, but this would be fully 
justified by the returns obtained and the justice that 
would be done to all classes of property owners. 
Then. too. If these bonds were taxed, many of those 
who now hold them might be inclined to invest their 
money in productive enterprise, instead of depending 
upon bond clipping for an income. 


The archaic, moth eat^n theory which deters one 


governmental entity taxing the salary of an employe 
of another should be sent to the discard along with 
the idea that the gold standard is sacred. We are 
getting a new deal; why not use all of the cards and 
give everyone a fair hand?

T WAS a notable distinction which came to Rich- 


ard Smith, a senior at Nebraska Wesleyan uni- 


versity, recently. He won the classic Interstate Ora- 
torical association contest in Chicago, and with it, 
recognition as the national champion. 


It is a contest with an impressive background. For 


fifty years, ambitious young men have been compet- 
ing for its laurels At one time, the valiant old war- 
rior, the late Senator Robert M. LaFollette of Wis- 
consin, carried off the honor, and on another occa- 
sion, the late Senator Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana, 
one of the really great orators 
developed in this 


country since the Civil war which produced a glit- 
tering galaxy of public speakers, was the winner. 


Mr. Smith passed through difficult competition In 


order to attain the heights. He was called upon first 
to win the right within his own state to represent 
Wesleyan. and after that, he was comoelled to face 
district competitors, and then, to meet the 
finest 


trained speakers from all sections of the country. His 
oration, unusual in content, was unique also in that 
it represented a distinct departure from the general 
style of oratory. 


One of the most interesting phases of the 
na- 


tional contest has been the success obtained by the 
smaller colleges in winning the coveted honor. 
In 


an unusual degree, the national 
oratorical 
cham- 


pions have come from the smaller schools, instead of 
the larger universities and colleges. The training in 
itself is invaluable in after-life. From the ranks 
of national champions have come many men, who 
rendered conspicuous service to their country.

* When Edouard Herriot, recent special envoy from 
France to the United States, reminded his parlia- 
mentary associates in a speech Monday that their 
country had been saved by the troops and material 
aid sent from America, his plea was met by derisive 
laughter.

explained. The large lymph nodes 
around the base of the lung may 
cause a cough on account of pres- 
sure, but the cough does not pro- 
duce any expectoration. 


In examining such a child, the 


number of signs which are evident 
on listening to the chest or per- 
cussing the chest are very few. In 
fact, if it were not for two diag- 
nostic aids it would be almost im- 
possible to recognize tuberculosis 
dunng this childhood period. 
That It is important to recognize 


it is evident, because the cure of 
tuberculosis largely depends upon 
taking it at the earliest possible 
stage. For that reason the Tuber- 
culosis association is making a spe- 
cial effort to detect all cases in 
the childhood period. 


The two diagnostic tests referred 


to above are the x-ray and the 
tuberculin test. The tuberculin test 
is an accurate and safe method of 
determining whether a patient is 
infected with the tubercle bacillus, 
or ever has been. Its value for 
diagnostic purposes is largely con- 
fined to children, because after the 
age of 12. on account of the wide- 
spread prevalence of tuberculous 
infection, nearly all people react 
positively. The test is harmless and 
is made by rubbing a substance 
called "tuberculin" into the skin of 
the arm. Tuberculin is a liquid 
containing no germs, living; or dead: 
all have been filtered out, and it 
cannot cause infection. The doctor 
can tell by the appearance of the 
'skin three to five days after the 
test, whether or not the child has 
been infected with tuberculosis.

$266,858 BONDS 


Decline in Payment of 


Special Assessment 


Taxes Is Cause. 


Berg 
Gives 
Statement 


Showing Falling Off 
In Last Two Years. 


For the first Ume since August 


1. 1904. the city council Is making 
arrangements to refund special as- 
sessment 
bonds 
amounting 
to 


$266,858. to meet payments on is- 
sues falling due on July 1 Bids 
will be opened June 24. 
At the 


same time bids will be accepted 
on two new special assessment Is- 
sues amounting to $13,650 


Only once since 1904 has the 


city refunded bonds of any kind. 
This was on March 1, 1916. Be- 
cause of so many bonds becom- 
ing due at one time, it became 
necessary to refund $48,000. 
the 


last of an issue of railroad 
aid 


securities, 
outstanding warrants, 


sewer, 
paving 
intersection 
and 


water bonds that had been thrown 
into one issue In 1899. The original 
dates of some of these went back 
to the early 70's. 


According to Theo Berg, city 


clerk, the offering of a new re- 
lunoing issue has become neces- 
sary 
as a 
result of the 
times. 


"People 
have 
not 
been paying 


their special assessment taxes." he 
declared. "The bonds that will be 
refunded are coming due July 1, 
and we do not have the money 
to pay them " 


A statement Mr. Berg has pre- 


pared for prospective bidders shows 
how the tax payments have de- 
creased. On May 1 this year, of 
the 
$926,993 levied in 1930, 99.1 


per cent had been collected. On 
May 1, 1932, two years after the 
levy, but 89.5 per cent had been 
paid, and but 71.9 per cent at the 
end of the first year following 
the levy. 


First Drop in 1931. 


The 1931 levy shows the first 


decline in payments. That 
year 


the total levy was $955,763 
Of 


this 68.6 per cent had been paid 
on May 1 of the first year By the 
end of the year. September 1. this 
had increased to 85.5, or $817,839, 
compared to the 89 9 per cent 
and $833,699 paid on the 
same 


date for the previous levy. 
On 


May 1. 1933, however, collections 
had fallen off until but 921 per 
cent, or $880,177.84 had been paid. 


A much more noticeable falling 


off for the present year is notice- 
able, in Mr. Berg's tabulations. On 
a total levy of $819,903, which Is 
$107.090 below 1930, but 62.3 per 
cent, or $510,704.84 had been paid 
on May 1. 


Although 85.5 per cent of 
the 


tax had been paid at the end of 
1931, and 89.9 at the close of 1930, 
not more than 80 per cent of the 
levy for the present year will have 
been paid by September 1, in the 
opinion of Mr. Berg. "And there 
is a possibility," he declared, "that 
the figure may drop to 78 per 
cent. Whether this happens 
will 


depend upon how many pay the 
second Installments of their real 
estate taxes, due June 1 " 
First Due in 1944 


The 
refunding Issue 
will be 


dated July 1, 1933, and will bear 
interest, payable semi-annuaUy, not 
to exceed 5 per cent. One tenth of 
the issue will become due on July 
1, 1944, and one tenth annually 
thereafter. 
The city reserves the 


right to pay all or any part of 
the Issue at any time after 
ten 


years. 
The money from the new bond 


issues will be used in paying for 
improvements in paving, alley pav- 
ing and grading district; amount- 
ing to $7,820, and ornamental light- 
ing and water districts, amounting 
to $5,830. like the refunding bonds 
they will be dated July 1. 1933, 
and the Interest rate cannot ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. 
The larger issue will run 
for 
ten years, and the other, 
five. 
Payments become 
due annually 


after the first year. 


The proceeds of all of the Issues 


will not be used directly or in- 
directly 
for any 
other 
purpose 
than that for which the 
bonds 
are sold, according to Mr. Berg.

Long Unmarked Qraves Remembered This Memorial 


I 
Day As Forgotten Lancaster Cemetery Is Located 


High above the purple shadows of 
the tree-hung stream below and 
with the dimmed ruts of hard turn - 
ing wagon 
wheels 
marking the 


gentle slope, two long unmarked 
graves Tuesday were gathered into 
the traditional ceremony that is 
the north's Memorial day. 


They who have lain there in quiet 


for forty years, memorialized only 
by the returning spring grasses of 
a country hilltop after the blasts of 
winter, tonight sleep beneath the 
cover of May blossoms in a tiny 
cemetery, its acres hitherto forgot- 
ten entirely by some, never known 
by many more. 


At odd Intervals on the green hill 


top, in its two-acre burial ground, 
are ten graves, sunken, overgrown, 
unmarked for the most part, the 
final resting spot of unknown pio- 
neers who came, to the new coun- 
try and died, and if ever memory 
put markers there, summers and 
winters have destroyed them. 


Fremont Man Sought Graves. 
Perhaps 
endless Memorial days 


might have passed without recogni- 
tion had not a grandson of the sol- 
dier buried in the forgotten plot, 
moved by deep respect for the past 
and its meaning, sought it out and 
marked the graves of his grand- 
parents. James Cattern, and 
his 


wife, Elizabeth. 


During the week just past, J. W. 
Easton of Havelock was queried 
by a stranger as to the location of 
certain patriotic war groups in that 
community. The 
conve r s a 11 o n 


brought out the mention of the lit- 
tle cemetery, on the Teachman farm 
three and a half miles southeast of 
Havelock. 
J. W. Cattem, 1135 East Military 


avenue, of Fremont, had 
driven 


down with markers for the graves 
of his grandparents, who had died 
more than forty years ago and had 
been buried on the knoll. The cem- 
etery was In the country then — 
Havelock meant only a few scattered 
dwellings and small buildings, Uni- 
versity Place had come Into being 
only in the late '80s. Lincoln's pop- 
ulation was but 55,000—even more 
than today, although the dirt road 
and the winding road through the 
Teachman farm keeps It in a gentle 
tranquillity. Mr. Cattem doss not 
know the reason 
this spot 
was 


chosen for the burial, unless some 
one close to the old people was 
there or some survivor liked the far 
flung beauty of the countryside. 


Two Markers Placed. 
Because of the grandson, two 


more of the graves are marked, and 
were remembered today, although, 
had it not been that he was fortu- 
nate in finding the man who dug 
the two graves, he could not have 
placed them. On one headstone is 
"Father" and on the other, "Moth- 
er." The center stone bears the in- 
scription :

Mr. Cattern also put up the G. A. 


R. emblem for the soldier dead, the 
circle with its 1861-65. within the 
star on the staff of the flag they 
fought to preserve. 


Interested in the story, Mr. Easton 


told of the incident at home, and 
Mrs. Easton interested the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans in decorating the 
graves this Memorial day, and ap- 
propriate ceremonies w e r e held 
there. They now have been marked 
for perpetual care. 


Three Sons Wore Blue. 


War records in Des Momes show 
that James Cattern enlisted at Al- 
bla, la., August 10, 1861 in the vol- 
unteer infantry, and was mustered 
in September 12, 1861 at Davenport. 
He was discharged 
November 10, 


1862, at Keokuk, la. Three Cattern 
sons also wore the blue, and two 
of them were killed in action. 


Only the faintest tales cling to 
the lost burying spot, so that it is 
almost unrecorded. William Shirley 
received his patent for the tract as 
a homestead in the mid-sixties, and 
he deeded the entire eighty to Jon- 
athon Ball, August 25, 1866. Eight 
years later, December 21, 1874, 
Michael Doubt purchased seventy- 
eight acres from Ball, so that some- 
time in those years Ball set aside 
two acres for this cemetery, 
al- 


though the register of deeds office 
has no record of this 
Ball's choice of these two sightly 
acres for a little burial spot may 
have had a personal reason, and 
possibly he did it just after the turn 
of the decade. The only other mark- 
er is a small shaft, stating that 
Louisa, wife of J. T. Ball died March 
2. 1870, aged 33 years, 8 months, and 
25 days.

Corbett had been a 10 to 8 favor- 
ite to retain his crown, but those 
that made the odds had overlooked 
the deadly punch that McLarnin 
carries Jn his left hand. They said 
he could hit with only one hand, 
his right. 
McLarnin won the battle with a 


terrific left hook that crashed into 
Corbett's inviting jaw. Corbett 
dropped for the 
count 
of 
nine. 
Then another crashing left. 
Cor- 


bett did not take advantage of a 
count. At three he staggered to 
his feet. 
Another pile driving left to the 


chin and the fight was over. Cor- 
bett dropped helpless 
again and 


Referee George Blake raised 
the 
hand of the 
flashy McLarnin in 


victory. 


Crown Swept From Head. 


The crash of his house of cham- 
pionship was a crushing 
blow to 


Young Corbett, who did not realize 
Xor several minutes exactly what 
had happened. For 
more 
than 
three years he had been lermed 
"the uncrowned champion." Then, 
68 days ago, he won the world's 
crown from Jackie Fields on deci- 
eion. 
And last night the crown was 


blown cleanly off his head — per- 
haps forever— by a fighting Irish- 
man who entered the ring deter- 
mined to win. 
"Just let Corbett make one mis- 
take—and I'll knock him colder 
than a mackerel," McLarnin said 
before the fight. . 
Corbett made the one mistake- 
he started in by rushing his hard 
walloping opponent.

Corbett smiled as McLarnin twice 
staggered.

Treasury Chiefs In- 
come Taxes Asked. 


WASHINGTON. May 30—</P)—A 


resolution for digging into the In- 
come tax reports of Andrew W. Mel- 
lon and Ogden L. Mills, heads of 
the treasury during the past thres 
republican administrations, was put 
before the senate yesterday by Sen- 
ator McKellar. democrat, Tennessee, 
in the latest of a series of attacks 
on these officials. 
The proposal is that the treasury 
may be asked to report income tax 
assessments and payments on more 
than a score of big companies allied 
with the Mellon fortune, and also

The senate banking committee de- 
cided today to ask Ferdinand Pecora 
its counsel, to submit a report to it 
in executive session tomorrow on the 
evidence he proposes to submit In 
the investigation of J. p. Morgan & 
company which resumes tomorrow. 


Chairman Fletcher announced the 


action was taken at the request of 
Senator Glass democrat, Virginia, 
but that the purpose was not 
to 
limit in any way Pecora's inquiry 
into the operations of the big bank- 
ing house. 


The 
committee's 
decision 
was 
reached in an executive session to- 
day at which the Virginia senator 
renewed his demand for Pecora to 
inform the committee ahead 
of 
time where he was heading In the 
inquiry and what he intended 
*x> 
prove. 


The action, Fletcher said, was un- 
animous, indicating there was no 
dissension between those for and 
against Pecora's methods. 


WASHINGTON, May 30—(AP)— 


Ferdinand Pecora will resume quss- 
tioning of J P. Morgan and his 
partners tomorrow, with a majority 
of the senate investigating commit- 
tee determined to back him as far 
as he wants to go 


Preparing for continuance of the 


investigation into Morgan's world- 
famous private bank, the senators 
sought today to settle the objections 
of Senator Glass, democrat, Vir- 
ginia, to the way the revealing in- 
quiry has been conducted by the 
counsel and chief questioner, Pecora. 
Glass has charged employment of 


circus methods. He says he has no 
desire to stop the investigation but 
wants to know where it is heading. 
In expectation that he would bring 
this up at today's business session 
of the committee most members had 
reached an understanding that they 
would have Glass informed of coun- 
sel Pecora's objective in the ques- 
tioning, which sometimes take a 
long while to reach its real target. 


Couzens Discredits Attack. 
Pecora himself was heading back 


for New York today, after announc- 
ing he would not let attacks which 
have been made on his character 
divert him from the investigat on. 
One such attack, brought to the 
committee from outside, was dis- 
missed by Senator Couzens, republi- 
can, Michigan, as part of a "subtle 
campaign" to discredit the aggres- 
sive questioner. 


It developed meanwhi'e that the 
internal revenue bureau is scan- 
ning closely the testimony given on 
income tax statements filed b7 the 
twenty Mor "••»!! partners The long- 
hidden -partnership agreement of 
the firm, now in the hands of the 
committee, was being examined on 
the possibility that it might have 
an important bearing on the tax 
situation.

•week that they paid a total of 
$48,000 Income taxes sinae 1929. All 
was paid in 1930, and none in the 
two following years when their re- 
turns showed all taxabl° income 
cancelled by losses deductible under 
the law. 


To Present Mor? Lists. 
Pecora is expected to start the 
inquiry off tomorrow by presenting 
another of the "favored client" lists 
•which have caused such reverbera- 
tions in Washintgon. 
Ssveral more such lists of promin- 


ent fo'k invited to buy stock from 
the Morgan firm at bargain prices 
are In the counsel's hands and w^ll 


be offered before the inevstlgation 
is completed. 
Rumors ant! reports of names that 


will b? on these have created wide- 
spread speculation. One rumor at 
the capitol tcdav was that another 
senator would be found on one ol 
the listi. and that many more 
prominent people not yet named 
will appear.
